Further to the May 6, 2003 Amendment, and prior to further action on the merits, 
please consider the additional remarks below. 

Applicant thanks Examiners Cuneo and Patel for the courtesy extended to Applicant's 
representativ e, Mr. Luo, during the May 8, 2003 personal interv iew. The substance of the 
interview is incorporated in the following remarks. 

As discussed during the mtervicw, the limitation "substantially flat" recited in claims 
30, 50, 68 and 74 is supported in the specification. For example, the specification discloses 
on page 19, lines 19-21, that the electrodes 22 of the semiconductor chip 20 and the 
interconnect pattern 1 0 arc electrically connected, as shown in Fig. 4R In Fig. 4B, the 
portion of the interconnect pattern 10 that is in contact with the electrode 22 is not obviously 
displaced from the rest of the interconnect pattern 10. Fig. 4B cleariy shows that that portion 
of the interconnect pattern 10 remains substantially flat. 
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For at least the above reasons, the limitation "substantially flat*' is supported in the 
specification. 

In view of the foregoing amendments and remarks. Applicant submits that this 
application is in condition for allowance. Favorable reconsideration and prompt allowance of 
claims 30-85 are earnestly solicited.
